The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  6689)  to  extend,  for  an  additional  year,  the  provisions  of  the 
Sugar  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  and  the  taxes  with  respect  to  sugar, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass. 

The  following  letter  from  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will 
show  the  purposes  of  and  need  for  this  proposed  legislation: 

Department  of  Agriculture, 

Washington,  June  11,  1946. 

Hon.  John  W.  Flannagan,  Jr., 

House  of  Representatives. 

Dear  Mr.  Flannagan:  This  has  reference  to  your  conversation  on  June  10 
with  James  H.  Marshall,  Director  of  the  Sugar  Branch  of  the  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration,  during  which  you  asked  for  the  views  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  regarding  a  1-year  extension  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended. 

The  views  of  the  Department  on  this  question  have  been  stated  in  a  letter  to 
the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee,  which  is  being  transmitted  through 
the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  response  to  a  request  for  the  Department’s  comments 
on  S.  2249.  A  concluding  paragraph  of  the  letter  stated  our  views  as  follows: 

“Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1945,  the  Director  of  the  Sugar  Branch  of  the  Pro¬ 
duction  and  Marketing  Administration  attempted  to  obtain  recommendations 
from  all  major  groups  in  the  domestic  sugar  industry  regarding  amendment  and 
extension  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937.  It  was  our  hope  that  a  bill  could  be  developed 
which  could  be  supported  by  a  majority  of  the  groups  in  the  domestic  industry 
and  which  could  be  recommended  by  the  Department.  Because  of  the  divergence 
of  opinion  among  the  industry  groups  and  because  of  the  pressure  of  other  activi¬ 
ties  upon  the  industry  during  this  emergency  period  in  sugar,  it  has  not  been  pos¬ 
sible  to  obtain  recommendations  from  all  of  the  major  groups  nor  has  it  been 
possible  to  reconcile  all  the  recommendations  received.  In  view  of  this  and  in 
view  of  the  foregoing  analysis  of  S.  2249,  we  recommend  that  the  Sugar  Act  of 
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1937  be  extended  for  a  period  of  1  year  in  order  to  give  us  more  time  to  attempt 
to  develop  a  bill  which  can  be  more  fully  supported  by  the  Department  and  all 
the  major  groups  in  the  industry.  This  procedure  would  permit  revision  of  the 
Sugar  Act  before  it  will  be  necessary  to  reinstate  sugar  quotas.

Governmentvtaillions  of  dollars  to  eradi¬ 
cate  the  hoofc-and-mouth  disease  that 
they  brought  ina  ' 

The  Department  made  this  recom¬ 
mendation.  We  heard  the  Department  i 
witnesses  and  the  representatives  of  the 
cattle  raisers  of  the  West  who,  primarily, 
will  be  affected;  and  the  committee  re-  \ 
ports  the  bill  unanimously. 

The  object  of  this  legislation  is  to 
establish  a  quarantine  station  on  Swann 
Island  where  cattle  that  are^eeded  in 
this  country  for  breeding  purposes  can 
remain  in  quarantine  until  it  iV  deter¬ 
mined  that  the  cattle  are  freeXf  all 
diseases.  We  need  to  bring  in  certain 
types  of  cattle  for  breeding  purposes, \ut 
before  they  are  brought  in  we  want  to  bq 
sure  there  is  no  danger  of  the  cattle 
bringing  in  the  hoof-and-mouth  disease 
or  some  other  disease.  We  have  as-  . 
surances  that  the  Mexican  Government 
and  the  governments  of  Central  America 
will  cooperate  with  us  in  operating  the  • 
station. 

It  is  thought  that  the  station  after  j 
being  established  will  be  self-sustaining 
as  the  funds  covering  running  expenses  jj 
would  be  derived  from  fees  assessed 
against  livestock  on  a  per  capita  basis. 

Mr.  KEAN.  Is  this  a  unanimous  re¬ 
port  from  the  committee? 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  It  is  a  unanimous  i 
report. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to  ( 
the  present  consideration  of  the  joint 
resolution? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  joint  resolution,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  is  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to  !

on  such  sites,  and  notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  any  other  law  but  subject  *6  regu¬ 
lations  prescribed  hereunder  by  tile  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  to  prevent  thaTintroduc-  • 
tion  into  the  United  States  of  communicable  J 
diseases  of  animals,  animals  rc/t y  be  brought 
into  said  quarantine  station  itom  any  coun-  r 
try,  including  but  not  limiMU  to  those  coun-  j 
tries  in  which  the  SecreUft-y  of  Agriculture  , 
determines  that  rindei^est  and  foot-and-  g 
mouth  disease  exist, yfind  may  be  subse-  ■> 
quently  imported  inifo  other  parts  of  the  * 
United  States  undewsaid  regulations. 

The  bill  was^ordered  to  be  engrossed 
and  read  a  thyrcl  time,  was  read  the  third 
time,  and  parsed,  and  a  motion  to  recon¬ 
sider  was  laid  on  the  table. 

EXTENSION  OF  SUGAR  ACT 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  for  the  immediate 
consideration  of  the  bill  (H.  R.  6689)  to 
extend,  for  an  additional  year,  the  pro- 
visions  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937,  as 


amended,  and  the  taxes  with  respect  to 
sugar. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

Mr.  KEAN.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving  the 
right  to  object,  is  this  a  unanimous  re¬ 
port  from  the  committee? 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  It  is. 

Mr.  KEAN.  What  is  the  urgency  for 
the  passage  of  the  bill? 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  The  urgency  is 
that  the  Sugar  Act  will  expire  at  the 
end  of  this  year  and  there  is  a  lot  of 
confusion  among  the  sugar  industry  as 
to  what  will  be  done.  They  have  been 
trying  to  adjust  their  differences  in  order 
to  agree  on  a  bill,  but  they  have  been 
unable  to  agree  and,  in  my  opinion, 
there  is  no  possibility  of  their  getting 
together  before  the  first  of  the  year.  • 

The  bill  before  us  only  extends  the  act 
1  year  in  order  to  see  if  the  different  in¬ 
terests  cannot  get  together  and  agree  on 
a  proper  bill  in  the  meantime. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  Mr. 
Speaker,  reserving  the  right  to  object,  as 
I  understand  this  continues  the  Sugar 
Act  as  it  applies  to  quotas. 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  It  continues  the 
whole  act. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  Does  the 
gentleman  know  whether  it  is  contem¬ 
plated  to  continue  the  suspension  of 
quotas  during  the  1-year  period? 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  I  do  not  know. 
This  extends  the  present  law  for  the 
period  of  1  year.  I  do  know  that  Mr. 
Dodd,  Under  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
in  his  letter  to  me  of  June  11,  1946,  says 
this; 

This  procedure — 

Extending  the  act  for  1  year— 
would  permit  revision  of  the  Sugar  Act  before 
It  will  be  necessary  to  reinstate  sugar  quotas. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  It  is  the 
law  under  which  quotas  are  possible. 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  It  is  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  present  act. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  I  shall 
have  to  object. 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  Will  not  the  gen¬ 
tleman  withhold  his  objection  to  permit 
me  to  make  a  further  statement? 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  I  will 
withhold  it  for  the  time  being. 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  I  understood  that 
all  the  Florida  Representatives  had 
agreed  that  the  only  thing  to  do  was 
to  extend  the  act.  The  industry  and  the 
sugar  people  for  some  time  have  been 
making  an  effort  to  agree  on  legislation, 
but  so  far  have  been  unable  to  agree. 
When  it  became  apparent  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  an  agreement  at  this  time 
is  impossible,  we  decided  the  best  thing 
to  do  is  to  extend  the  act  for  1  year.  I 
thought  all  the  Florida  Congressmen 
thought  likewise. 

Mr.  CRAWFORD.  Mr.  Speaker,  will 
the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  I  yield. 

Mr.  CRAWFORD.  Is  it  not  true  that 
in  the  absence  of  extending  the  act  at 
this  time  that  as  of  December  31  this 
year,  assuming  the  present  Congress 
does  adjourn,  we  would  awaken  on  the 
morning  of  January  1,  1947,  without  any 
Sugar  Act  in  operation  whatsoever? 


Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  That  is 
correct;  that  is  one  danger  we  face. 

Mr.  CRAWFORD.  Let  me  ask  an¬ 
other  question :  At  the  moment  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  many  months  the  quotas 
have  not  been  applied,  have  they? 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  The 
quotas  have  not  been  applied,  and  that 
is  the  reason  I  rise.  If  I  could  be 
assured  that  quotas  would  not  be  applied 
during  this  year  of  extension  on  the 
Florida  product  then  I  would  withold  my 
objection.  To  me  it  seems  absurd  to 
apply  quotas  in  a  period  of  critical 
shortage  like  this. 

Mr.  CRAWFORD.  I  agree  with  the 
gentleman  and  it  seems  to  me  it  would 
be  the  essence  of  asininity  to  apply  mar¬ 
keting  quotas  on  any  domestic  produc¬ 
tion  during-  the  present  calendar  year 
and  perhaps  the  calendar  year  1947. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  I  would 
rather  not  object  if  I  can  get  an  assur¬ 
ance. 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  Of  course,  I  can¬ 
not  speak  for  the  administration,  how¬ 
ever,  I  feel  sure  there  will  be  no  change 
during  the  coming  year.  This  opinion 
is  confirmed  by  the  statement  in  Dr. 
Dodd’s  letter. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  If  they 
attempt  to  restore  quotas  which  would 
affect  Florida  would  the  gentleman  join 
with  me  in  asking  the  department  not 
to  do  it? 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  I  certainly  would. 

Mr.  MANSFIELD  of  Montana.  Has 
this  bill  passed  the  Senate? 

Mr.  FLANNAGAN.  No;  it  has  not. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from  Vir¬ 
ginia? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill  as  follows:

Dear  Mr.  Flannagan:  This  has  reference  to  your  conversation  on  June  10 
with  James  H.  Marshall,  Director  of  the  Sugar  Branch  of  the  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration,  during  which  you  asked  for  the  views  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  regarding  a  1-year  extension  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended. 

The  views  of  the  Department  on  this  question  have  been  stated  in  a  letter  to 
the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee,  which  is  being  transmitted 
through  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  response  to  a  request  for  the  Department’s 
comments  on  S.  2249.  A  concluding  paragraph  of  the  letter  stated  our  views  as 
follows: 

“Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1945,  the  Director  of  the  Sugar  Branch  of  the  Produc¬ 
tion  and  Marketing  Administration  attempted  to  obtain  recommendations  from 
all  major  groups  in  the  domestic  sugar  industry  regarding  amendment  and  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937.  It  was  our  hope  that  a  bill  could  be  developed 
which  could  be  supported  by  a  majority  of  the  groups  in  the  domestic  industry 
and  which  could  be  recommended  by  the  Department.  Because  of  the  divergence 
of  opinion  among  the  industry  groups  and  because  of  the  pressure  of  other  activities 
upon  the  industry  during  this  emergency  period  in  sugar,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  obtain  recommendations  from  all  of  the  major  groups  nor  has  it  been  possible 
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to  reconcile  all  the  recommendations  received.  In  view  of  this  and  in  view  of 
the  foregoing  analysis  of  S.  2249,  we  recommend  that  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937  be 
extended  for  a  period  of  1  year  in  order  to  give  us  more  time  to  attempt  to  develop 
a  bill  which  can  be  more ‘fully  supported  by  the  Department  and  all  the  major 
groups  in  the  industry.  This  procedure  would  permit  revision  of  the  Sugar  Act 
before  it  will  be  necessary  to  reinstate  sugar  quotas.

Your  committee  amended  the  bill  as  it  passed  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  and  extended  the  life  of  the  Sugar  Act  for  3  years  instead 
of  1  year. 

Your  committee  also  struck  out  section  3  of  the  bill  as  it  passed 
the  House  of  Representatives,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury  Department.  The  following  letter  from  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  Department  will  explain  in  detail  the  reasons  for  striking 
out  such  section:

My  Dear  Mr.  Chairman:  Your  attention  is  directed  to  section  3  of  H.  R.  6689, 
as  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives.  Section  3  amends  section  503  of  the 
Sugar  Act  of  1937  by  striking  out  “June  30,  1947”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
“June  30,  1948”.  Section  503  of  the  Sugar  Act  provides  an  authorization  for 
appropriations  to  the  Commonwealth  of  the  Philippines  of  amounts  equal  to 
amounts  of  taxes  collected  or  accrued  prior  to  June  30,  1947,  under  the  Sugar 
Act  on  sugarcanes  produced  or  grown  in  the  Philippines.  ■ 

It  is  our  understanding  that  H.  R.  6689  was  drafted  before  the  passage  of  the 
Philippine  Trade  Act  of  1946,  Public  Law  371,  and  therefore  did  not  take  account 
of  section  506  of  that  act.  Section  506  provides  that,  notwithstanding  other 
provisions  of  law,  no  collections  of  tax  on  Philippine  articles  after  July  3,  1946, 
shall  be  covered  into  the  Philippine  Treasury.  This  provision  was  made  in  view 
of  the  independence  of  the  Philippines  on  July  4,  1946. 

Although  the  legal  effect  of  section  506  of  the  Philippine  Trade  Act  may  not  be 
altered  by  section  3  of  H.  R.  6689,  it  is  believed  that  some  confusion  may  be 
created  by  a  change  subsequent  to  the  Philippine  Trade  Act  of  the  date  in  section 
503  of  the  Sugar  Act.  For  this  reason  it  is  believed  that  section  3  of  H.  R.  6689 
should  be  eliminated.

This  amendment  will  not  help  any 
potato  proQucer.  The  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation^  compelled  by  law  to  sup¬ 
port  the  price\pf  potatoes.  The  amend¬ 
ment  will  not\esult  in  any  additional 
quantity  of  food  l^eing  sent  to  the  starv¬ 
ing  people  of  Eurfipe  and  Asia.  All  the 
amendment  does  ik  to  authorize  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  to  under¬ 
take  the  dehydrating  o^surplus  potatoes 
which  it  must  buy  unde\the  price-sup¬ 
port  program.  The  dehydration  will  cost 
from  about  8  cents  to  10  ce/ts  a  pound. 
A  pound  of  dehydrated  potato^  contains 
approximately  the  same  food  value  as  a 
pound  of  wheat  or  a  pound  o\  wheat 
flour  which  can  be  bought  for  inmost 
the  cost  of  dehydrating  and  packing.the 
potatoes.  The  proposal,  Mr.  President, 
does  not  strike  me  as  being  an  efficient 
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jr  economical  way  to  conduct  the  busi¬ 
es  of  the  Government. 

/hope  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule 
Willie  defeated.  The  only  persons  who 
woulcKbe  benefited  by  the  amendment 
are  th\  dehydrators  who  built  plants 
during  the  war  and  undertook  contracts 
with  the  ^War  Department. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  Mr.  President,  I 
appreciate  the  liquidation  of  the  Sen¬ 
ator’s  figures  to  10  cents  a  pound, 
because  I  believe  that  to  be  a  much 
fairer  basis  of  comparison.  We  must  as¬ 
sume  that  the  Government  will  have  the 
surplus  potatoes.  The  only  question  is 
whether  to  throw  themNaway  or  use  them. 

I  do  not  understanckthe  Senator’s 
figures  in  respect  to  whea^.  I  recognize 
his  capacity  to  speak  as  an  authority. 
I  have  before  me  figures  which  show 
that  wheat  is  selling  for  $2.10Sa  bushel. 
Is  that  an  approximate  price?* 

Mr.  BALL.  The  price  is  a  litt\  over 
$2  now. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  According  to  yne 
figures  I  have,  that  would  be  3Y2  cer 
per  raw  pound. 

Mr.  BALL.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  Then  there  is  the 
milling,  packaging,  and  freight,  which, 
according  to  my  figures/  are  3  cents  a 
pound,  which  makes  a  total  of  6.5  cents 
for  the  comparable  figure  as/ against  the 
8  to  10  cents  a  pound  for  the  potatoes. 

Mr.  BALL.  I  remind  the  Senator  that 
raw  wheat  can  be  run  through  a  coffee 
grinder,  and  it  makes  an  excellent  cereal 
in  that  form.  I  have  tried  it  many  times, 
and  there  is  no  cost  of  processing  in  that 
case.  I  imagine  it  is  used  that  way  often 
in  Europe. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  I  have  gotten  to¬ 
gether  some  comparative  costs  which  irv 
dicate  that  the  disparity  is  not  so  large 
as  I  have  indicated. 

I  have  before  me  the  report  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  on  the  food 
value  and  nutritive  value  of  1  pound 
of  wheat  in  calories,  16.33;  dehydrated 
potatoes.  16.47.  In  other  words,  de¬ 
hydrated  potatoes  are  a  little  higher  in 
calories.  In  carbohydrates  the  figure  for 
wheat  is  328,  and  for  dehydrated  pota¬ 
toes,  372. 

Mr.  BALL.  That  is  what  I  said,  that 
they  have  approximately  the  same  fog 
value. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  The  figures  ar^fnot 
so  seriously  disparate  as  indicatecUn  the 
original  statement  of  the  Senator  from 
Minnesota. 

Mr.  BALL.  When  we  wipe^ht  entirely 
the  cost  of  the  raw  potatoes? 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  Whic«H,  as  the  Sen¬ 
ator  agrees,  is  a  cost  we  niust  bear  in  any 
event. 

Mr.  BALL.  Something  might  be  real¬ 
ized  if  the  potatoes^ere  sold  to  alcohol 
plants,  or  if,  as  tjjre  Senator  suggested, 
they  were  shippedTn  the  raw  state  to  the 
countries  of  Europe. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  Which,  of  course, 
they  can  do./ 

Mr.  BALL.  They  can  do  it  without

Mr.  EASTLAND.  Mr.  President,  the 
Senator  from  Maine  speaks  of  shipping 


raw  potatoes  to  the  countries  of  northern 
Europe.  My  understanding  is  that  they 
would  not  keep.  That  information  comes 
from  the  man  in  charge  of  the  Army  pro¬ 
gram,  who  says  potatoes  have  to  be  de¬ 
hydrated  before  they  can  be  shipped  to 
Europe. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  We  shipped  a  good 
many  million  bushels  last  year  success¬ 
fully  to  Belgium  and  France. 

Mr.  EASTLAND.  That  was  from  cer¬ 
tain  areas. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  From  Maine. 

Mr.  EASTLAND.  But  potatoes  pro¬ 
duced  in  other  areas  must  be  dehydrated. 

Mr.  BREWSTER.  I  think  that  is  true. 

Mr.  EASTLAND.  As  to  the  argument 
comparing  wheat  and  potatoes,  my  in¬ 
formation  is  that  we  do  not  have  wheat 
supplies  adequate  to  relieve  starvation.

30,  1947,  and  for  other  purposes. 


EXTENSION  OF  THE  SUGAR  ACT  OF  1937 


Mr.  GEORGE.  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  Senate  proceed  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Calendar  No.  1584,  House 
bill  6689,  to  extend  for  an  additional  year 
the  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937, 
as  amended,  and  the  taxes  with  respect 
to  sugar. 

Mr.  President,  when  the  bill  came  over 
to  the  Senate  from  the  House  it  provided 
for  an  extension  of  1  year  only.  The 
Senate  Finance  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  an  extension  of  3  years.  But 
the  proponents  of  the  legislation  and  all 
others  interested  have  agreed  that  the 
Senate  amendment  in  that  respect 
should  be  rejected  so  that  the  bill  will 
call  for  an  extension  of  only  1  year. 

The  State  Department  and  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  are  most  anx¬ 
ious  that  the  law  be  not  extended  for 
more  than  1  year,  and  that  has  been 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  WHITE.  Mr.  President,  will  the 
Senator  yield? 

Mr.  GEORGE.  I  yield. 

Mr.  WHITE.  During  the  day  a  Sen¬ 
ator  on  the  minority  side  indicated  some 
hostility  to  the  proposed  legislation,  but 
he  has  since  told  me  that  he  has  no  fur¬ 
ther  objection,  and  I  think  he  approves 
the  passage  of  the  bill  in  its  amended 
form. 

Mr.  SMITH.  Mr.  President,  if  the 
Senator  will  yield,  I  have  raised  a  ques¬ 
tion,  because  I  understood  the  act  was 
to  be  extended  for  3  years,  and  my  objec¬ 
tion  was  only  on  that  f>asis.  To  the  act 
being  extended  for  1  year  I  have  no 
objection. 

Mr.  McMAHGN.  Mr.  President,  will 
the  Senator  yield? 

Mr.  GEORGE.  I  yield. 

Mr.  McMAHON.  I  might  say  that  I 
am  very  happy  to  hear  that  the  change 
has  been  made.  After  the  action  of  the 
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committee  I  received  a  number  of  letters 
from  constituents  suggesting  that  the 
program  should  be  renewed  for  1  year 
and  not  for  3.  I  am  delighted  that  the 
change  has  been  made. 

Mr.  OVERTON.  Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  absent  from  the  Chamber  for  a  mo¬ 
ment.  Has  a  change  been  made  in  the 
time  for  extension  of  the  Sugar  Act? 

Mr.  GEORGE.  I  have  moved  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Sugar  Act  extension 
bill,  and  propose  to  ask  the  Senate  to 
disagree  to  the  Seriate  committee  amend¬ 
ment  extending  it  for  3  years,  so  that  it 
will  be  extended  for  only  1  year. 

Mr.  OVERTON.  I  am  very  happy  to 
know  that. 

Mr.  PEPPER.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
very  much  pleased  that  the  able  Senator 
from  Georgia  contemplates  a  modifica¬ 
tion  of  the  bill  so  that  the  act  will  be 
extended  for  1  year  only. 

I  also  have  been  discussing  this  matter 
with  the  able  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  he  has  said  that  he  will 
take  up  the  new  sugar  bill  in  January  of 
the  coming  year.  I  mention  that  be¬ 
cause  the  people  in  my  State,  have  dur¬ 
ing  the  war,  while  the  sugar  quotas  have 
been  in  suspense,  added  some  new  fa¬ 
cilities,  and  they  are  desirous  of  adding 
a  few  other  facilities,  which  are  gen¬ 
erally  small  in  character.  They  were 
being  installed,  and  others  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  when  it  becomes  possible  to  put 
them  in,  in  order  more  adequately  to 
meet  the  demand  for  sugar  in  the  United 
States. 

The  Everglades  of  Florida  comprise  an 
immense  territory  ideally  adapted  to  the 
production  of  sugar  from  sugarcane. 
Because  of  the  peculiar  historical  reason 
for  the  regulation  of  sugar  quotas,  Flor¬ 
ida  is  one  of  the  areas  which  has  never 
been  able  to  approach  anything  like  its 
capacity  in  sugar  production.  So  when 
the  bill  comes  up  in  January  I  am  sure 
I  shall  be  joined  by  my  colleague  from 
Florida  in  making  an  effort  to  provide 
that  the  facilities  which  are  installed 
during  the  time  sugar  quotas  are  in 
suspense  shall  be  recognized,  and  shall 
not  be  squeezed  out  should  the  quota 
system  go  into  effect  again  under  the  law. 

I  desire  to  say  for  the  Record,  and  also 
as  notice  to  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  subject  of  sugar  quotas  in  the  Nation 
at  large,  that  if  areas  such  as  ours  in 
Florida,  ideally  adapted  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  sugar  cane,  are  not  protected  in 
the  installation  of  facilities  while  the 
quotas  are  in  suspense,  we  shall  have  no 
other  recourse  except  to  support  any  ef¬ 
fort  to  reconsider  the  whole  base  for  the 
quota  system  in  sugar.  But  with  the  as¬ 
surance  I  have  received  from  the  able 
Senator  from  Georgia,  and  with  this 
limitation  to  a  year,  I  am  quite  pleased 
to  let  the  matter  go  along  until  January. 

Mr.  GEORGE.  I  am  pleased  to  say  to 
the  Senator  from  Florida  that  we  will  ] 
undertake'  a  revision  of  the  Sugar  Act 
early  in  January,  after  the  beginning  of 
the  next  session. 

Mr.  President,  I  now  ask  unanimous 
consent  for  the  present  consideration  of 
House  bill  6689. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection? 


There  being  no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  consider  the  bill  (H.  R. 
C389)  to  extend,  for  an  additional  year, 
the  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937, 
as  amended,  and  the  taxes  with  respect 
to  sugar,  which  had  been  reported  from 
the  Committee  on  Finance  with  amend¬ 
ments.

McKellar  is  fighting  a  desperate  battle  for 
reelection  and  is  conducting  his  campaign 
from  Washington.

;  Merchant  Marine  Act  of  1936,  as  amend-

|  financial  transactions  only.  They  make 
|  sure  that  the  proper  payments  are  made 
I  for  the  proper  materials  as  ordered  and 
■  as  received,  but  they  have  no  authority 
1  to  check  into  the  disposition  of  that 
property.  It  may  be  lost  or  stolen,  and 
j  no  check  is  made  by  an  independent 
I  agency.  The  next  Congress  should  cor¬ 
rect  that  situation.

4AT  IS  HAPPENING  TO  AMERICA’S  FIf 
LINE  OF  DEFENSE? 

Mr.  MUNDT.  Mr.  Speaker,  if  that1 
great  American  was  right  who  said, 
“Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty,” 
and  in  my  opinion  he  was  100-percent 
correct,  then  the  Budget  Bureau  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  is  eternally  wrong  in 
gambling  with  fate  the  way  it  has  in 
recommending  specific  cuts  in  appropria¬ 
tions  which  virtually  mean  the  dis¬ 
mantling  of  the  investigation  service  of 
the  United  States  Civil  Service.  It 
should  be  a  matter  of  real  public  concern 
to  determine  just  who  it  was,  either  on 
or  off  the  staff  of  the  Budget  Bureau,  who 
succeeded  in  thus  sabotaging  America’s 
first  line  of  defense  because  certainly  the 
first  place  to  safeguard  our  Nation’s  se¬ 
curity  is  to  make  certain  that  those  who 
work  for  our  Government  believe  in  the 
system  which  they  are  privileged  to  help 
operate. 

It  is,  however,  of  even  greater  public 
concern  that  Congress  now  take  steps  to 
protect  America  against  the  foolhardy 
and  dangerous  relaxations  which  have 
been  made  in  the  investigation  of  poten¬ 
tial  Government  employees  so  that  it 


now  amounts  to  practically  giving  tl 
green  light  to  every  political  saboteur 
and  un-American  agent  in  this  Republic 
who  desires  to  see  our  public  offices  in¬ 
filtrated  to  the  point  of  saturation  with 
undesirable,  unpatriotic,  and  u/Ameri- 
can  personnel.  In  my  opin/n,  it  has 
never  been  more  important  At  any  time 
in  our  whole  national  histifry  to  “place 
only  Americans  on  guard/  instead,  we 
have  let  down  the  bars/nd  unlocked  the 
doors  without  justification,  without  rea¬ 
son,  and  without  jgue  regard  to  our 
national  security. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I/m  not  alone  in  these 
fears.  In  the  /urse  of  my  remarks,  I 
propose  to  qudte  no  less  an  authority 
than  J.  Edg/-  Hoover,  himself,  who  as 
Director  ofi’the  Federal  Bureau  of  In¬ 
vestigation  is  charged  with  safeguard¬ 
ing  oui/civilian  security.  I  shall  also 
quote  ffom  Mr.  Arthur  S.  Flemming,  our 
able yand  alert  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sioner.  Both  of  these  good  public  offi¬ 
cials  are  seriously  disturbed  at  this  action 
the  Budget  Bureau  which,  due  to  the 
pressure  of  a  multitude  of  other  public 
duties  upon  Members  of  Congress,  has  up 
to  now  all  but  escaped  public  notice  and 
completely  escaped  congressional  correc¬ 
tion. 

I  am  recommending  that  the  appro¬ 
priate  committees  of  Congress  take  ac¬ 
tion  without  delay  to  correct  a  condition 
which  if  longer  ignored  or  completely 
neglected  is  likely  to  result  in  the  certify¬ 
ing  into  positions  of  public  responsibility 
a  large  number  of  people  whose  primary 
motive  for  seeking  public  service  is  to 
destroy  rather  than  to  develop  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  government  which  gives  them 
employment. 

As  a  member  of  the  House  Committee 
to  Investigate  Un-American  Activities,  I 
shall  ask  our  committee  to  devote  special 
attention  to  the  conditions  which  are  apt 
to  develop  from  the  horrific  lassitude — 
if  it  is  not  worse  than  that — which  the 
Budget  Bureau  has  exemplified  toward 
the  all-important  matter  of  carefully 
screening  and  systematically  investigat¬ 
ing  the  character  and  suitability  of  ap¬ 
plicants  for  Federal  positions  before  they 
are  given  places  of  responsibility  and  ac¬ 
cess  to  records  and  data  of  vital  import  - 
ice  to  our  country  as  a  whole.  How¬ 
ever,  our  Committee  to  Investigate  Un- 
American  Activities  can  function  only  to 
expc&g  that  which  has  already  oc- 
curreaif-we  are  not  able  to  enforce  stand¬ 
ards  of'-iselection  which  will  prevent  the 
employm^it  of  political  saboteurs,  un- 
American  agents,  and  outright  criminals.

Only  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  are 
equipped  with  the  authority  %  do  that 
and  I  shall  show  conclusively  tha^neither 
agency  has  the  personnel  or  funds  with 
which  to  accept  this  significant  responsi¬ 
bility.  Both  agencies  recognize  the  heed 
for  such  investigations,  both  agencies 
view  with  acute  alarm  the  steps  which 
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AN  ACT 

To  extend,  for  an  additional  year,  the  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended,  and  the  taxes  with  respect  to  sugar. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  section  513 
of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  (relating  to  termination  of 
powers  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  Sugar  Act),  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“Sec.  513.  The  powers  vested  in  the  Secretary  under  this  Act  shall 
terminate  on  December  31,  1947,  except  that  the  Secretary  shall  have 
power  to  make  payments  under  title  III  under  programs  applicable 
to  the  crop  year  1947  and  previous  crop  years.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  3508  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (relating  to 
termination  of  taxes  with  respect  to  sugar)  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

“SEC.  3508.  TERMINATION  OF  TAXES. 

“No  tax  shall  be  imposed  under  this  chapter  on  the  manufacture, 
use,  or  importation  of  sugar  after  June  30,  1948.”
